THE  UNDERDEVELOPED 

educational  system  was  the  third 
reason  Scott  offered.  Scott  stat- 
ed that  no  thorough  school  sys- 
tem existed  and  that  literacy 
most  countries  was  about  50  per 
cent,  falling  to  as  low  as  30  per 
cent  in  some  countries.  The  cen- 
tralized bureaucracy  which  ex- 
ists because  of  these  factors  is 
a major  reason  for  the  instabil- 
ity of  the  government. 


The  troubles  confronted  in 
trying  to  industrialize  was  the 
fourth  reason.  Latin  America  is 
having  trouble  getting  capital 
from  outside  countries  to  aid  in 
her  attempts  to  modernize  and 
establish  industries  which  would 
profitable.  Within  them- 
selves they  cannot  supply  the 
necessary  funds  because  most  of 
their  money  goes  for  food  and 
imports  which  in  some  cases 
could  be  raised  on  their  own  soil 
if  industry  was  such  that  it 
could  sustain  itself  financially.
